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856 years of history on fire 


The morning of April 15, 2019, began 
just as any other in Paris. Hundreds of tour¬ 
ists lined up to see incredible art pieces 
the popular Notre Dame Cathedral had in 
store. According to senior communications 
major Travis Mitchell, he and other North¬ 
western State students studying abroad 
opted out of viewing the cathedral that day 
due to the lengthy lines with intentions of 
returning the following day. 

The fire of unknown origin broke 
out at about 4:20 PM local time. This 
immense religious monument was home to 
approximately 37 Mass ceremonies each 
week, many in the original Latin. 

Modern-day fire-fighting methods could 
not be used to salvage the structure and ef¬ 
forts took about 15 hours. Northwestern 
State alumnus Troy Murray, who had vis¬ 
ited the site less than a week before, was in 
shock after he learned of the incident. "I 
did not have the words to describe what I 
saw," Murray said. 

Another student, Ruben Smith, 
watched the real-time footage at a Parisian 
restaurant while locals and tourists cried 


around him. Smith spoke about his mo¬ 
ment of realization recalling, "This is actu¬ 
ally happening. It isn't a rumor." Many were 
skeptical about the incident due to the 
rocky state of news media. 

Northwestern State alumna Carolyn 
Breedlove said, "It never crossed my mind 
that this tragic event could do more dam¬ 
age than the localized fire." Recent reports 
indicated that pollution from the fire con¬ 
tained lead and other carcinogens with par¬ 
ticulate dust being found all over the area. 
Many public businesses and schools were 
closed until further notice and more restric¬ 
tive actions were taken into effect. 

The site should be restored as close 
to its original standards as possible, per¬ 
haps even as soon as the summer of 2024. 
Modern physical aesthetic improvements 
may be made to the cathedral for its grand 
reopening on an undetermined date. While 
undecided, multiple drafts have been made 
for the final plans, including designs for 
greenhouses, gardens, stained glass designs, 
contemporary sculptures, and an obelisk- 
style spire in the original one's place.

Senior Biology major Abigail Poe has worked at not one 
but two internships this year—summer 2019 was spent at 
LSU Deparment of Microbiology and Immunology, and in 
August she started at the National Center for Preservation. 

"Participating in research through the School of Biologi¬ 
cal and Physical Sciences awakened a passion for this field as 
we sought to answer questions about the world around us," 
said Poe. "With the encouragement and help of my mentors, 
I applied for a summer program at LSUHSC and received 
an internship. The initial internship was a richly rewarding 
experience that impacted my life and deepened my desire 
for research, which was the catalyst for my applying to a 
second internship." 

At Poe's current internship her responsibilities include— 
literature searches, lab work, data analysis, meetings and 
presentations. 

"My internship at LSUHSC focused on virology, while 
my current internship focuses on material conservation," 
said Poe. "Despite being two vastly different areas, many 
of the daily responsibilities are the same. Both started by 


proposing a question that I would work to answer. I conduct 
literature reviews to look at past and current projects on the 
topic and speak with labs across the globe to discuss their 
work. I then develop a project outline and begin working 
in the lab. Starting with material procurement and sample 
preparation to the final data analysis, my day-to-day research 
brings me closer to eventually providing an answer to the 
original question. Throughout, I work closely with my men¬ 
tor to provide updates and discuss any issues that come up 
as well as regularly present my project at meetings." 

As for what's next? 

"Participating in research on campus and through these 
internships has given me a passion to pursue a career that 
involves research. The skills gained at the internships will 
help me to succeed in the future. Beyond lab techniques, 
I have learned how to develop a project from the initial 
stages, communicate effectively my ideas and findings with 
others in oral and written form, and adapt to unexpected 
problems along the way."

Oh, the places you'll go 

Did you know you could travel through NSU? 

The opportunities are endless. 



Picture yourself high up in the mountains of New Mex¬ 
ico, swimming in the Mediterranean Sea or touring century 
old castles in France. This may seem like wishful thinking 
but students are having these experiences all the time. How? 
By traveling with NSU! 

One of the benefits of attending Northwestern State 
University is the abundance of opportunities given to students 
who wish to travel abroad. 

Well-known options for studying abroad are the In¬ 
ternational Student Resource Center or the International 
Student Exchange Program. 

When a student travels with the center, they pay tuition 
at Northwestern State University and pay for housing and 
meals abroad. Northwestern has bilateral agreements with 
universities in several different countries around the world. 

According to International Student Resource Center 
Director Telba Espinoza- Contreras, studying abroad is not 
as challenging as some may think. Additionally, financial aid 
and state TOPS funds are not affected because students en¬ 
roll in NSU online coursework while abroad so that they are 
still enrolled as full-time students. Contreras said graduation 
date is not a concern. The center will work with students and 


their advisers to see what coursework students still need to 
complete in their degree program and figure out a way to 
stay on schedule. 

If a student wants to study abroad in a destination not 
offered directly through the International Student Resource 
Center, they can travel through International Student Ex¬ 
change Program. Through the program students choose from 
a network of universities on a national and international level 
that belong to the program. 

The university has an International Student Exchange 
Program representative on campus who manages the rela¬ 
tionship the university has with the program. When a stu¬ 
dent chooses to study abroad with the program, the campus 
representative becomes the middleman and helps make this 
happen. Students pay tuition, housing and a meal plan at 
NSU which creates a spot for another student from another 
university who will be switching places with them while 
they're abroad. 

Contreras says that anyone who has questions about 
studying abroad through either program should visit her at 
the International Student Resource Center Office, Russell 
Hall 227. 
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China 

Criminal Justice major Zoe Almaraz is one of the many 
students spending a semester abroad this year. Her destination of 
choice is the Shenzhen University in China. "I struggled a lot in 
the beginning because most of the research I had done applied 
only to bigger cities like Beijing," said Almaraz. "Thankfully I had 
a lot of people here to help me figure things out" 

Almaraz says that Shenzhen is very similar to big cities in 
America. "I arrived late at night, so it was hard to wrap my head 
around the fact that I'm really in China! My favorite memory 
so far is eating Korean BBQ with my roommate, because I had 
wanted to try it so long, and spending the day walking around 
malls and drinking milk tea" 

Europe 

Another way students travel abroad is through a study-tour, 
many of which are offered in various degree-programs. In the 
hospitality management and tourism program, students are given 
a yearly opportunity to attend a study-tour in Europe. In May 
2019, led by instructors, Landon Amberg and Valerie Salter, a 
group of students travelled to Spain, Italy and Greece. 

Sites seen included the Colosseum, the ruins of Pompeii, the 
Acropolis, Park Guell and more—all wrapped up with a cruise 
around the Greek islands. 

The tour was led by local tourguides and students kept 
journals each day. 

Senior hospitality management and tourism major Kinsley 
Blakeway was one of the students on this trip. She said she enjoyed 
the trip because it allowed her to become close with classmates 
she had not known well before the trip as well as to make con¬ 
nections in new places. "I got to see what we learned in class in 
the real world" Blakeway said. "I discovered that traveling truly 
is my passion" 

New Mexico 

The art department also travels each summer. Their des¬ 
tination is New Mexico. According to art department head, Dr. 
Matthew DeFord noted that the trip usually lasts around 10 to 12 
days and stops at various art galleries and installations. Popular 


destinations are the Ghost Ranch in Abiquiu, which was the 
home and studio of famous painter Georgia O'Keefe, and 
Meow Wolf, an interactive art and entertainment exhibit in 
Santa Fe. Students also hike through amazing scenery, visit art 
supply stores and visit with local artists. 

DeFord noted that last summer they got the chance to 
see snow—in the summer in Taos Ski Valley. 

"We learn a lot, experience a lot and the food is amazing" 
DeFord said. "You can ask anyone who has gone. We have a 
lot of repeat travelers that save up their money throughout 
the year to be able to go. It's just a great experience" 

DeFord oversees the trip each year with the help of pro¬ 
fessor of painting and printmaking Clyde Downs. 

"The whole removing yourself from this green space 
and going out to where the land is almost stripped bare—it's 
amazing how beautiful it is. It's all so different from here" 
DeFord said. 

Each spring semester the art department reveals an ex¬ 
hibition of artwork the students have been working hard on 
since the previous summer's trip. "We have a lot of really neat 
work that comes out of that experience" DeFord said. 

These study tours may be overseen by certain depart¬ 
ments, but students do not have to be enrolled in those degree 
programs to go on those trips. Students from any degree pro¬ 
gram and even people who aren't enrolled at Northwestern can 
attend. Students can potentially earn class credit for attending. 

There are countless ways to travel abroad while enrolled 
at Northwestern State University. If you are thinking about 
it, speak to your adviser, who can help you figure out the best 
way for you to see this beautiful world.

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It’s never to late to reach for your dreams. That is why these students, 
among others, are still going for that degree. 


While all students at NSU are unique in their own 
ways, there's one demographic who are known by name 
for this: non-traditional students. Nontraditional students 
may be different from the stereotypical college student 
yet are still an important part of the Demon family. 

Nontraditional students have many reasons for choos¬ 
ing to further their educations. 

"I returned to school because I wanted to finish what I 
once started" senior psychology and biology double major 
Jessica Thompson said. "I also really enjoy being in school 
and learning new things. I am a first-generation college 
student and I don't want my kids to have to say the same." 

As much as students look forward to achieving all their 
dreams and goals, there are still some fears they have. 
One many nontraditional students face the fear of not 
fitting in. 

"I think that the biggest differences I have faced with 
being a nontraditional student lie in the ability to form 
bonds with my fellow college students," Thompson said. 
"I'm not likely to join sports or other extracurricular ac¬ 
tivities because I don't have the extra time and there is 
such a large gap in age that I don't feel as if I would fit 
in. My priorities are also different than a young adult that 
is only responsible for themselves. I have five kids and all 
of the responsibilities that come with that and I'm also 
employed full time." 

Another struggle many nontraditional students ac¬ 
knowledged was that of their busy schedules, due to being 
parents, having full-time jobs or other reasons. What is 
agreed on, though, was that it can be done with a little 
extra effort and a lot of faith in yourself. 

"Taking class and being a parent is well is fast paced 
and crazy sometimes. But with online classes I can keep 
my hours at work and still be able to pick my kids as soon 
as school ends," junior nursing major Julie Wilcher said. 

Some nontraditional students are labeled as such be¬ 
cause of their locations. One example is senior social work 


major, Paul Aune. Aune currently lives in Guatemala with 
his wife, who is a foreign service officer with the United 
States Agency for International Development. 

Aune is enrolled as an online student with Northwest¬ 
ern. "Online classes require more self-imposed structure 
and discipline, as there are no set times to be in a class¬ 
room," he said. "Online classes require more reaching out, 
as there are no other classmates asking questions in class; 
I must query the professor about the material when I am 
confused or respond to fellow students' forum posts." 

Nontraditional students usually have different priori¬ 
ties and are often at different stages of their lives than the 
typical college student. They offer, however, their own 
important qualities and skills to the NSU family. 

"I am an asset to my fellow students, because of the 
life experience I bring to the table," Aune said. "I am a 
better student, now, because I am no longer caught up in 
parties, identity exploration and career/path indecision. 
Now that I have a clear goal, it is much easier to focus and 
accomplish it." 

If non-traditional students are struggling, there is no 
shortage of help available to them. 

"The advisors at NSU are fantastic," Wilcher said. "Es¬ 
pecially Mrs. Jerona Washington. She makes students feel 
so welcomed and was very encouraging, which definitely 
made me feel like my future was mine again and that I 
could do it, which is why I chose NSU." 

Though it may seem scary at first, most nontraditional 
students would agree that the challenge is worth it. 

"I know how easy it is to doubt whether you can do it 
and I am proof you can," Wilcher said. "It is never too late 
to do what you want and be what you want to be in life. 
If I have learned anything it's that it may have taken me 
a little longer than others, but I'm on my way to doing 
exactly what I dreamed of in life for my kids and for me."

Heart and soul brought from the past to the present 


"Have you given any thought to the leg¬ 
acy that you are leaving behind for your 
family?" 

This powerful question was asked by the 
staff of the Creole Heritage Center in their 
opening statement in the 2019 Creole Her¬ 
itage Center Celebration Guidebook. 

The sentiment is practiced every day at 
the Creole Heritage Center. It's the purpose 
for which it was founded over two decades 
ago. The center was formed to preserve 
Creole history and culture. Over time it's 
grown to include focus on Creole commu¬ 
nities all over the country, rather than just 
in the Cane River area. Although staff is 
small, the impact they have made on the 
Creole community is huge. 

The work they do includes, but is not 
limited to, research and documentation of 
the Creole culture, an online family histo¬ 
ry database and guide to French Colonial 
records, and documentation of the Creole 
language. The center is led by Director, 
Loletta Jones-Wynder. According to NSU 
President Dr. Chris Maggio, Wynder is the 
"heart and soul of the organization." 

"I've always appreciated and loved the 
Creole Heritage Center that we have at 
Northwestern and the great work they do," 
Maggio said. "I see the tireless work they 


put into it. Even before I was president, I've 
just been really appreciative of the work 
they do." 

Maggio continued, "The center here on 
campus does a lot of work with records re¬ 
tention and genealogical research. I think 
it's important that NSU play a vital role [in 
preserving the legacy of the Creole culture 
and Creole Heritage Center] as a number 
of people with Creole heritage have earned 
their degrees at NSU or have worked here" 

On Sept. 27 and 28, 2019, the Creole 
Heritage Center hosted its annual celebra¬ 
tion of Creole heritage. Much to the excite¬ 
ment of participants, Emmy award-winning 
actor Robert Ri'chard was a featured guest 
and joined runners in the 5K Saturday 
morning. This was just one of many events 
throughout the weekend. 

Jones-Wynder described Ri'Chard as 
personable. This was apparent not only in 
his participation in the 5K but also in his at¬ 
tendance at the Demon Football game later 
that night as well as church the next morn¬ 
ing with Jones-Wynder. "He didn't turn 
away anybody," Jones-Wynder said. "He was 
talking to some of the basketball players 
and they were asking him a lot of questions, 
and he gave them his phone number and 
said, 'Call me if something comes up. I may 


not answer but send me a text and I guar¬ 
antee, you'll get an answer.'" 

Alongside Ri'Chard, Maggio was also an 
honored guest at this two-day event, which 
included activities such as a kid's carnival, a 
Clementine Hunter tribute, live entertain¬ 
ment and more. The theme was "Let Your 
Legacy Live On," which was separated into 
five categories: faith, family, fitness, food 
and fun. 

In their statement of the official 2019 
Creole Heritage Center Celebration Infor¬ 
mation Booklet, the staff explain. "Web¬ 
ster's dictionary defines legacy as something 
transmitted by or received from an ancestor 
or predecessor or from the past. A legacy is 
something we create every day of our life." 

About preserving the legacy of the Cre¬ 
ole Heritage Center, Maggio said, "We want 
to continue to ensure that the center thrives 
at NSU and that we're doing everything we 
can to support them. I think if we continue 
to do that each year that legacy will con¬ 
tinue to live on."

The microbiology degree program gets revived after recieving much interest from 


students and faculty. 

In the past, there was a microbiology degree program 
in Kyser Hall. It went away in the 1990s but now was 
brought back. Christopher Lyles, director of the school of 
biology and physical science, said "We started working on 
the degree program when I first arrived to Northwestern. 
That would’ve been fall 2015. It got through the board of 
regents somewhere in 2016, and the first students started 
in the fall of 2017." 

In spring 2019, the first two graduates of the microbi¬ 
ology graduated with this degree. With the new applied 
microbiology degree, Lyles said that students who are in¬ 
terested in pursuing the degree can pick which concentra¬ 
tion they would like to focus on. 

Alisha Bolton, whose concentration is medical and 
health profession, said, "I chose to be a microbiology ma¬ 
jor because it would help me with my career of doing re¬ 
search on cystic fibrosis." 


With the knowledge they gain from the program, stu¬ 
dents will have a better chance at landing a job when out 
in the world. 

Bolton said that the microbiology degree program "has 
changed the way I look at things, especially microorgan¬ 
isms because I know how many of them work now." 

Another student of the medical and health profession 
concentration, Emily Holcomb, said that she is going to at¬ 
tend medical school after graduating. She feels that this is 
a great degree program to prepare her for that. 

"I think being a microbiology major is really cool. I get 
to learn about all of the little details that go on in the body, 
as well as the little details that occur in bacteria," Holcomb 
said.

Natchitoches celebrated a "Blush and Bashful" week¬ 
end Nov. 7-10: a 30-year anniversary celebration of the 
beloved movie "Steel Magnolias." 

This movie, which was filmed in Natchitoches, has been 
a major source of pride for citizens since its release.

Most NSU students were not alive at the time the 
movie was filmed but have fond memories of watching 
it as they grew up. One such student is senior hospitality 
management and tourism major Anne Cummins. Cum¬ 
mins works for the Natchitoches Convention Sc Visitor's 
Bureau, where she and her coworkers were present to 
help with the anniversary. 

"I watched 'Steel Magnolias' with my grandma a few 
times growing up but never thought much about true 
meaning of it," Cummins said. "It means much more to 
me now. The movie has done so much for Natchitoches 
and it's so incredible to see a film continue to have an 
impact even after 30 years." 


The Hospitality Management and Tourism Department 
hosted an Armadillo Cake Contest: a contest in which par¬ 
ticipants competed to make the best armadillo cake. 

Other events during the weekend included showings 
of the movie at Parkway Cinema featuring a red-carpet 
event, an Easter egg hunt, look-alike contests, a Sunday 
brunch and much more. 

"My favorite part of the weekend was the Robert 
Harling talk, 'The Story Behind the Story,"' Cummins 
said, referring to the "Steel Magnolias" screenwriter. "It 
was such a heartfelt experience to hear him talk about his 
sister, who he later based the movie character Shelby on, 
and the incredible life she lived. It was such an honor to 
hear him tell his story." 

As all of Natchitoches' citizens know, there is never a 
time when we're not celebrating this classic film. At this 
point, itk become a part of our culture and most certainly 
our history. Anyone who wasn’t able to attend this week¬ 
end-long event can rest assured that there will be plenty 
more opportunities to show our love for "Steel Magnolias".

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What's New NSU? 

The university brings in new items for its students 
and community to try out or to use for safety. 


During the 2019 year, many things were added to 
the university. A crosswalk was installed in front of 
the Watson Library to help pedestrians cross. It adds 
an extra safety measure to prevent traffic accidents 
and decongest traffic buildup. In the student union, 
a new student dining choice. Steak ’n Shake, was 
added for the community. Columns Cafe was started 
by the hospitality management and tourism depart¬ 
ment to give experience to its students. 

The crosswalk is on University Parkway, where it 
connects the Watson Library to the campus book¬ 
store and Chick-fil-A. This walk allows students 
and other pedestrians to safely pick up dinner, buy 
school supplies or use the library no matter the time 
or traffic conditions. 

"Having the new crosswalk makes me feel way less 
anxious about crossing such a busy street," sopho¬ 
more nursing major Shyann Morris said. 

The chain restaurant Steak 'n Shake was unveiled 
on campus during the fall 2019 semester. This al¬ 
lows the Natchitoches and university communities 
to have a taste of something new.

Approximately 2,000 students live on-campus 
with many more holding meal plans containing a 
declining balance similar to a debit card. 

Jayden Varner, a freshman criminal justice major, 
said the restaurant would give many students like 
himself an opportunity to try something new, be¬ 
cause many students have never eaten there before. 

In spring 2019, Columns Cafe was opened to give 
students the experience that they would get in the 
real world. Culinary students learn how to make 
different types of dishes for a large group of people, 
among other skills. Other hospitality management 
and tourism students learn how to serve, converse 
and take care of guests. 

Both types of students learn how to work as a 
team under high pressure, while patron's are given a 
glimpse of what the program is and how it prepares 
the students for the outside world.

Chef Leah Chase visited the campus to spread some Creole cooking 
magic for the Natchitoches community. 


Chef Leah Chase, also known as the Queen of Creole 
Cuisine, fed legends from Ray Charles and Martin Lu¬ 
ther King Jr., to former U.S. presidents Barack Obama 
and George W. Bush. Much to the pride of the Hospitality 
Management and Tourism program, Chase ate "the best 
pepper jelly she had ever had" right here on campus. 

The pepper jelly in question was prepared by NSU stu¬ 
dents and served to Chase when she appeared on campus 
Sept. 19, 2017. 

After enjoying the jelly as well as chicken clemenceau 
and peach cobbler, Chase spoke to students about her life 
in the industry and offered advice to those hoping to fol¬ 
low in her footsteps. 

This event was made possible by the business depart¬ 
ment, the Creole Heritage Center, NSU Foundation, the 
Hospitality Management and Tourism department, NSU 
TV NSU Press and NSU Marketing as well as many stu¬ 
dent volunteers. 

Chase died June 1, 2019, at 96. 

"There was a mix of emotions 1 felt when I heard that 
she had passed," HMT instructor Valerie Salter said. "1 
felt sad but grateful to have been able to meet her several 
times and to have had her here at NSU." 

Throughout her life, Chase used her talent for the cu¬ 
linary arts to bring joy to people around the world. The 


New Orleans native worked at restaurants as a server and 
eventually went on to own her own restaurant, Dooky 
Chase's. 

Chase inspired others in the culinary industry. In fact, 
Princess Tiana from Disney's "The Princess and the Frog" 
was based on Chase. 

She received multiple awards in her lifetime, including 
the James Beard Lifetime Achievement Award and the 
New Orleans Times Picayune 1997 Loving Cup Award. 

Back in 2017, when Chase visited our campus, HMT 
faculty announced the first winner of the Chef Leah Chase 
Scholarship, HMT student Jeremy Aaron. This scholar¬ 
ship is awarded to a student in the culinary concentration 
who has a high GPA and demonstrate excellence in their 
field. 

"One of the greatest and most touching moments of my 
life happened when I went to New Orleans with the NSU 
Foundation," Salter said. "Chase told me she was proud of 
me for the work I was doing at NSU. To have a culinary 
icon and just icon in general say that to me was very spe¬ 
cial." 

While Chase may no longer be physically with us, her 
legacy lives on here on campus.

On Sept. 27,2019, Madeleine Hensley was crowned the 
62nd Miss Northwestern Lady of the Bracelet. 

Eight young women competed for the title, which is a 
preliminary for the Miss Louisiana Competition. Contes¬ 
tants included Mary Gaffney, Ashley Henry, Avery Debelak, 
Gabrielle Mockerman, Sarah Shiflett, Victoria Hickman, 
Kanika Irchil and Madeleine Hensley. 

Contestants compete in three categories—interview, 
talent and evening gown with their social impact statement. 

Hensley not only won the main title but was also crowned 
the winner of the talent portion. People’s Choice award 
and Miss Congeniality. 

Other title winners were first runner up Sarah Shiflett, 
second runner up Gabrielle Mockerman and Miracle Net¬ 
work Award winner and third runner up Avery Debelak. 

First runner up Sarah Shiflett says that when announcer 
and Miss Louisiana 2019 title holder Meagan Crews did 
not call her name she thought she hadn’t placed at all. 
"When I heard my name called for first runner up, I was 


shocked," Shiflett said. "The biggest wave of gratitude 
came over me.

The 2019 Demon football season kicked off the way it has for years: with dozens of screaming 
freshmen, excitedly running across the field for the Inferno. The Inferno is a part of the first 
home NSU game in which freshmen run across the field as an introduction to the university. 
"I wanted to participate in the Inferno because I knew it was going to be a fun way to show 
school spirit," said freshman psychology major, Andrea Daigle. "Before, I thought I would 
be scared to be in front of a crowd, but once I got out there, I felt proud. I enjoyed it so 
much because my friends and I were all decked out in purple, white and orange.

Speaking of purple and white, our school 
colors are also a tradition. That's right-the 
colors are purple and white, not purple and 
orange as many think. 

Orange is simply an accent color. The col¬ 
ors were decided on in 1890 by the Seekers 
After Knowledge Literary Society and the 
Eclectic Literary Society. The organizations 
colors were white and gold, and were purple 
and gold respectively. 


The colors combined created the palette we 
know today. The orange didn't come about 
until the 1970s when students voted to in¬ 
clude it as a secondary university color. 


School songs 

The lyrics "Purple and White shall 
ever reign, filling the air with battle 
strain" are immediately recognizable 
to Demons. 

The "Demon Fight Song" was writ¬ 
ten in 1970 by Larry Powell. Stu¬ 
dents know the tune by heart as it is 
played by the Spirit of Northwestern 
band at every game. 

Our Alma Mater was written by Isa¬ 
bel Williamson in 1906. Its beautiful 
lyrics represent our university time- 
lessly. 


Mr. and Miss NSU represent our school at events throughout 
the year. They are chosen by the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion along with students in a poll each year. 

This tradition dates back to 1956 and is a great honor for 
students to achieve. Mr. and Miss NSU are presented at the 
Homecoming game each fall.

The Rock, a limestone structure created in 2006, is the 
newest of the traditions.

As the students, faculty and staff of NSU go through their days, four 
student-led organizations document everyday occurrences. These organizations 
are the Potpourri, KNWD, Argus and the Current Sauce—together, known as 
student media. 

The Potpourri is the official yearbook. Staff members spend the school 
year designing, writing and photographing for a book that documents the 
current year and allows students to look back on their school years for decades 
to come. The 2019-2020 editor-in-chief is senior hospitality management and 
tourism major Megan Palmer. 

Palmer, who is serving her second term as editor-in-chief, said, "The reason 
I wanted to be editor again is because I love helping people remember their 
time at our university. It is an amazing feeling of making the yearbook from 
scratch to something that transcends time itself." 

The Current Sauce, the weekly university newspaper, reports on current 
events both on and off campus. The paper also features opinion articles, sports 
updates and more. Anyone on campus is welcome to submit an article for the 
paper. The 2019-2020 editor-in-chief is senior communications major Saman¬ 
tha Clark. 

"At my first Current Sauce meeting in January 2017, I saw Ashley Wolf, 
the editor-in-chief at the time, running the meeting," Clark said. "I sat in that 
meeting and thought, 'Wow, maybe I can do diis one day.' After that meeting, 

I started getting more involved with student media and learning more about 
writing and editing. Being informed about the news is important in today's 
world, and I wanted to jump at the chance to help students be informed." 

The official radio station, KNWD, features music, news reports and DJ 
shows. The station also plans events throughout the year. Demonfest, a 
one-day music festival, is their biggest event of the year and is held every 
spring. The fall 2019 general manager is senior communications 
major Cinnamon Player. 

"I've been part of KNWD since my freshman year," Player said. "I've always 
had an idea to contribute to the success of the station and now I'm in a posi¬ 
tion to realize those ideas." 


Argus is a yearly publication that features artwork, poetry, short stories, 
photography and other creative expressions from the university's students. 
Students send in their submissions early in the year and the best submissions 
are chosen to be featured in the book. Argus is designed by a student-led 
staff, but anyone on campus can be featured in the book. 

The editor-in-chief of Argus is junior psychology major Allie Atkinson. 
Atkinson said she wanted to be editor-in-chief to continue the work of her 
predecessors by "facilitating a creative outlet for students to express them¬ 
selves with few limitations." 

Each semester, different groups of student media members are selected 
to attend conferences across the country. These conferences provide an 
opportunity for students to network and learn from other people in the 
business. 

One they regularly attend is the College Media Association conference. 

It allows students to attend a variety of workshops which are led by teach¬ 
ers, journalists and other communication professionals. Subjects taught at 
the workshops range from team-building activities and leadership advice to 
editing. 

Senior communications major Keator Poleman was one of the students 
who attended the spring 2019 College Media Association conference in New 
York City. Poleman said that the most valuable information he learned at the 
conference was about self-care. 

"The speaker was listing off common habits journalists should look for as 
signs they need help, and I recognized some of those attributes in myself," he 
said. College students cannot function well if they can't keep their eyes open. 
This isn't the lesson I adhere to most, but it is one that's useful to everyone. 
And it's so simple. I hope everyone reading this understands how important 
it is to just take some time for yourself." 

Student Media Coordinator Kenneth Burns said any student who is think¬ 
ing of joining should try it. "It's relevant work for communications students. 
In fact, even if you're not going into this field, we can still teach you useful 
skills and help you learn to work with people."

ROTC leads to future careers in the military and helps Demons find a 

home away from home. 


The Northwestern State Reserve Officer Training 
Corps, or ROTC, offers opportunities for cadets seek¬ 
ing to become officers in the military after graduation 
and for those who are not. Gennyfer Pena is the S-3 
training officer for the program. After graduation 
she plans on being a medical service corps officer for 
active duty in the U.S. Army. "One of the things that 
the ROTC program teaches cadets is how to be a good 
leader," Pena said. "It teaches us how to communicate 
with people our age and older. It also teaches us how to 
stay mentally and physically fit." 

Caleb Krikorian is a company commander in the 
program. He plans on commissioning as an armor offi¬ 
cer in the Louisiana National Guard and wants to earn 
a doctoral degree within the state. After that he will 
switch to active duty pursuing a slot in the 75th Ranger 
Regiment and their specialized military intelligence 
battalion. 

"I chose to be a part of this program to earn my 
commission in the U.S. Army," Krikorian said. "I felt 
Northwestern ROTC was the perfect fit for this goal 
because it was the most convenient to me and offered 


the best scholarships. Our instructors our simply dedi¬ 
cated to seeing these cadets earn their bars, and our 
smaller battalion encourages that face-to-face counsel¬ 
ling aspect that most large universities miss out on" 

For those in the program, opportunities can arise to 
teach different skills that are important inside and out¬ 
side of the military. Maria Bansil is the battalion 
commander. She plans on commissioning as second 
lieutenant in the Army after college. 

"The ROTC program teaches cadets valuable lead¬ 
ership development and military skills through a com¬ 
bination of academic and practical learning/training," 
Bansil said. "MSI-MSII years are used to teach the 
basics such as marching, drill and ceremony, military 
structure, land navigation, etc. MSIII year is used to 
prepare juniors for advanced camp which is a gradua¬ 
tion requirement." 

"MSIV year, the final year, teaches seniors the foun¬ 
dation of what it means to be an Army officer and the 
different programs and processes to know. Throughout 
all the MS levels, leadership and self-development are 
highly encouraged."

For many students, college is their first time 
away from their family and out of the comfort of their 
hometown. The transition to adulthood can be diffi¬ 
cult even if students are only going a few dozen miles 
away.

Northwestern State University is home to stu¬ 
dents from Colombia, Germany, France, Spain and 
many more countries.

Several students said the biggest shock for them upon 
arrival in Natchitoches was the adjustment to small¬ 
town life.

The Spirit of Northwestern recieves the title of the largest band in the state 
of Louisiana during the 2019-2020 school year. 


Throughout history, the Best Sounding Band in the Land, the 
Spirit of Northwestern has sought quality over quantity. This has 
been revealed in recent years as the band continues to establish 
itself as one of the premier collegiate marching bands in the coun¬ 
try. As the quality of the band's sound continues to improve and 
please crowds, many more begin to take notice. 

The size of the Spirit of Northwestern has always been a factor 
in the band's success. Along with the increasing size of the band 
comes wonderful work ethic, leadership and musicianship as well 
as the desire of many high schoolers to join. "NSU has always had 
a good band" freshman mellophone Colie Plaster said. "I look up 
to a lot of people in the band right now, but one day I'll be in 
those shoes, continuing something really big." 

When Northwestern State University was known as Louisiana 
Normal State School, the band began with as many as 55 mem¬ 
bers in the band. Dr. Jeff Mathews, director of bands, and Dan 
McDonald, assistant director of bands, revealed to the group at 
the beginning of band camp this year that their numbers had 
exceeded that of any band to come through Northwestern State 
University. 

The Spirit of Northwestern became the biggest band in Loui¬ 


siana for the 2019 season with 340 members, a number that ex¬ 
ceeded the original numbers by nearly seven times. "It feels pretty 
good," senior drum major Brandon Brumbelow said, regarding 
the news. "I was nervous at first, but we have really good new 
members." 

Some people in the band come from smaller bands. Senior 
trumpet player Nicholas Moldovsky comes from Kinder High 
School where there were only 25 members. 

"Coming from a small band like Kinder with about 25 mem¬ 
bers into the Spirit of Northwestern with about 340 members 
strong is quite a change," Moldovsky said. With small bands an 
individual's sound can be heard, but in larger bands, individuals 
create a powerful sound to blow the crowd away. 

The band has such a distinctive tone that alumni and fans 
would be able to tell if not everyone was playing. "That's how I 
know that even just one trumpet player like myself is still impor¬ 
tant in a sea of musicians," Moldovsky said. "I am very proud to 
be a part of the SON helping to make that united and powerful 
sound."

They have also 
pledged on a national scale to raise $5 million for 
Children's Miracle Network over the next five years. 

While love and passion for philanthropy common 
goals between these, women love and support for 
each other are what ties them together. The motto

present themselves on campus and the way they 
treat each other.

Chartered in 2014, Pi Kappa Alpha is one of the 
newest fraternity chapters on campus.

I at least want these children to have the most fun they 
can and just have the chance to be a kid even in the 
midst of dealing with something like cancer." 

Because of its commitment to its philanthropy and 
members, the fraternity has continued to rise above 
the ups and downs they have faced. "Because we're 
so small we don't get out as much on campus as some 
of the other fraternities, and because of that a lot of 
misconceptions have been formed about Tau Kappa 
Epsilon',' Weaver said. "We're more than just the guys 
who play video games. There is actual depth to us and 
the things we support."

The Potpourri is the official yearbook of Northwestern State University and is staffed entirely 
by students with the guidance of an adviser. It is on its 109th volume. The content covered runs 
from March 2019 to March 2020. 

The 2019 Potpourri is 256 full-color pages with a press run of 2,500. It features seven sec¬ 
tions: student life, athletics, academics, Greek life, organizations and people. The staff used 
Adobe Creative Cloud software (InDesign, Photoshop and Bridge) on Apple computers running 
OS X to design and submit all pages. Pages were submitted electronically via Balfour Tools Adobe 
extension. 

In the people section, faculty and student portraits were taken on campus by Provine Pictures. 
The organization photos were taken by the photographers of the Potpourri staff. The official 
photographer of Northwestern State is Chris Reich. 

The major fonts used were Limerick, Seville and Olympia. Headlines are set in Limerick and/ 
or Louisiana ranging from 50-110 point. Subheads were set in Olympia at a range of 18-24 
point. Body copy and captions were set in Seville at 10 point on 11 point leading. Photography 
credits were set in Seville and italicized at 10 point. The folio page numbers were set in Proxima 
Nova at 10 point. 

The cover was designed by Haleigh Gates and Megan Palmer. The cover is soft-touch lami¬ 
nated with a clear silk screen. The endsheets were designed by Megan Palmer and printed in full 
color. 


The 2020 Potpourri was printed in Dallas, Texas, by the Balfour Publishing Company.
